them, extending immediate fertility 
in response to tho efforts of the hus- 
bandman; requiring only the clearing 
of a piece" of'ground-and the planting 
of a crop, to insure a harvest; af 
fording a variety of game for. the hun- 
ter; with*plenty of material for build- 
ing, obtained by the mere act of clear- 
ing the farm patch. 
In the arid West 


the land had to be broken up; the canal 
constructed for a score of miles or 
more; laterals dug; and a perfect sys- 
tem of veins and arteries constructed 
to convey the water to the dry and 
lifeless soil. 
Add to these difculties 


tho necessity of conveying needed sup1 
plies a thousand miles by slow teams, 
and building timber from the distant 
mountains, and we have u contrast 
which makes the hcrc-to-fore gigantic 
feats of Boone aud his companions 
seem small. 
This contrast is suggest- 


ed for the purpose not r,f belittling tne 
work of the pioneers of Kentucky and 
Tennesse, who gave great wealth to 
their Nation, but to show the stupen- 
dous task of those who gave to our Re- 
public its western half. 


A Utah pioneer is quoted as saying 


recently, '"When we reached Salt Lake 
valley,' wo 
saw 
absolutely 
nothing 


green, except when we looked in our 
mirrors." 
It is a witty remark; and 


doubtless it expresses the feelings en- 
tertained by some o£ those pioneers re- 
sardine their coming to so forbidding

Pi., and afterward to Dear- 
born counly, Ind, Toung Pike entered 
the army at the age of fifteen and was 
appointed an ensign In 1799. 
When 


he had reached the rank of lieutenant 
he married Clarissa Brown, daughter 
of a. fellow soldier from Kentucky. The 
only child of this marriage who reach- 
ed maturity, a daughter, became tha 
wife of the son of General William 
Henry Harrison^ who was afterward 
president of the United States. 


After Pike's return from hla various 


exploration campaigns he became lieu- 
tenant colonel of th« Fourth Infantry 
and wan stationed at Washington for 
Borne time as quartermaster. 
He wa» 


then made colonel of the FlfUj in- 
fantry and sent to Buffalo, which was 
the frontier in those day*. In 1813 he 
was raised' to the rank of brigadier 
general, but he never knew of xhe fact, 
for ho was killed in that year while 
leading an attack on Fort York. Tn- 
ronto. He was burled at Madison bar- 
racks, near Ogdensburg, N. Y.

snot in America and the least addicted 
to sanwtou of any description, it has 
recently committed itself to one of the 
most radical 
experiments over 
at- 


tempted In this country. Surgery has 
long cherished the theory that the 
tendency toward criminal development 
In the very young might be checked 
by prompt interference, but 
It 
lift3 


been left to tha surgeons of Philadel- 
phia to make the first daring venture 
in this direction. 


The idea that criminal tendencies 


may be modified or even obliterated by 
medical and surgical treatment Is not 
especially novel. 
Philadelphia, how- 


ever, is the first municipality to take 
the matter up officially, calling on the 
surgeon and the general practitioner to 
ferret out cases of physical and mental 
abnormality and by proper treatment 
restore to them as perfect a physiologi- 
cal equipment as the present condition 
of medical science makes possible. 


Much of the credit of this remark- 


able series of experimentation Is duo 
to the Pennsylvania Society to Protect 
Children and Us secretary, Benjamin 
C. Marsh. When he was a student at 
the University of Pennsylvania Mr. 
Marsh became deeply interested In the 
study of the homeless man, so much so. 
indeed, that when he had finished his 
course he mode up his mind to inves- 
tigate the problem for himself To that 
end he became a tramp.' In this dis- 
guise ho penetrated the slums of all of 
the large American riiion and also 
those of Europe, living as a tramp and 


associating only with the 
homeless. 


In the course of time Mr. Marsh 
satisfied himself that In almost every 
instance, of depravity, extreme Igno- 
rance and invincible poverty which was 
brought to his .attention there existed 
some physical defect' or abnormality. 
Thin manifested itself In various ways, 
some of the most frequent being par- 
tial blindness, throat trouble, deafness 
and feeble mlndedness. This physical 
blemish was so universal that the 
question finally presented 
Itself. Is 


not this a cause, or at least one of the 
causes, of the criminality and, misery 
of these unfortunates? In the train of 
this there followed the subsequent in- 
quiry: Would not the removal of this 
physical bondage oy medical and sur- 
gical means create a new and health- 
ful atmosphere for these afflicted per- 
sons? 


When he had convinced himself that 


he had arrived at a true solution of 
the matter he returned to Philadelphia 
and beffan at once to advocate his. 
theory in quarters where It was likely j 
to take root. 
Finally ho managed- to 


Interest the board of health, and after 
much deliberation It was agreed that 
every child that came wJUFiln the ob- 
servation of this orjranlzatlon shoul't 
bo given the most rigid physical and 
mental psamf nation. 
Every magis- 


trate in the city was asked to report 
children belonging 19 any man or wo- 
man arrested for crime and brought 
under his jurisdiction, 
air.

agents took charge of these children.

S. Weir Mitchell was secured. When 
this distinguished man .of science and 
DR.

movement there is small probability 
that It will fall to attract the attention 
of the '.world. The eminent specialist 
in nervous disorders gave his unquali- 
fied sanction to the investigation and 
consented to assist a.board of medical 
experts in preparing a formula for the 
proposed ^xamlrip ilons. These are now 
held five times a week and between 200 
and 300 children have thus far been 
passed upon. 


3o It Is that each child that comes 


within the Jurisdiction of the bodies 
mentioned is given a physical exami- 
nation by two of the health board's p~hy- 
slclans nnd a mental examination con- 
ducted by an expert selected by Dr. 
Mitchell. Five times a week the little 
patients assemble in a large room at 
the society's headquarters and answer 
as best they can the minute Inquiries 
Into their physical condition. 
They 


are of all ages and seem to look on the 
proceedings of the health officials with 
the deepest awe and Interest. There Is 
more curiosity than fear In their de- 
portment. 
They are stripped to the 


skin by the attendant nurses before 
appearing before the doctors, and even 
this proceeding is regarded by them as 
a part of some strange ceremony, the 
outcome of which may not be devoid 
of some thrilling adventure. 


Most of thesfe children are found to 


have some physical defect that may 
continue to develop with age and even- 
tually ruin their Jives. '"Although to 
the unprofessional'eye they may not 
peem to be below the normal in In- 
telligence or physique, it Is a fact that 
not more than 30 per cent of them lire 
found to be so. The' boys lead In the 


column of Incipient' degeneracy. 
Of 


the SO per cent of children found to bt 
normal nearly all are girl*. 


The Impression has In some way be- 


come current that-these enterprising 
surgeons of Philadelphia 
resort to 


brain operations whenever the slight- 
est mental abnormality Is suspected. 
As a matter of fact,-not a single op- 
eration of this character has ever 
been attempted. To cut the brain of * 
feeble minded person with the expec- 
tation of producing Intelligence or to 
remove the tendency to degeneracy 
would be too hero!c—«—measure even 
for contemplation. All of the surgical 
interference up to date has embraced 
only minor operations—the removal of 
adenoids from the throat or perhaps an 
enlarged tonsil, the correction of a 
simple refractive error of the sight or 
something equally simple and 
free 


from seriousness. 


The chief business now at hand 1s 


to'determine ttic exact condition of the 
children examined. When that Is ac- 
complished it Is easy to proceed—to 
give proper mental training to the 
feeble minded, special treatment to the 
abnormally Immoral and the Isolation 
of the asylum to the hopelessly de-' 
ranged.

Philadelphia's experiment 
will 
be 


watched with the keenest interest both 
by the profession nnd the laity in 
America and in all the civilized world. 
If It shall come to pass' that the mend- • 
Ing of physical imperfection by the aid 
of medicine and surgery can be made ' 
to result in the wiping out of moral de- 
generacy, the millennium will not seem 
to be a matter of such abstract specu- 
lation.

Do not Imagine for a brief moment 


that this job leaves much time for 
outside diversion. 
Bo It known also 


that these same government require- 
ments are most rigid. Every stick and 
every Man* that goes Into a public 
structure must not only stand the test 
of the skilled mechanic's eye—which is 
usually n wide open one—hut they 
must also be found perfect by the ex- 
perts at the government laboratories. 


So It happens that every mlnulo of 


the night and day when a new 'build- 
Inf belonging toUncleSam (s In process 
of erection, no matter how slowly the 
work is going on, either Mr. Taylor or 
some subordinate for whose faithful- 
ness he Is responsible must watch It 
with unflagging attention.
